He cannot atpiro to the title of 
"the complete college man who has 
not appeared on the basketball 
floor at some stage ot his university 
career. The man who tirst conceived 
of the game first saw light in the 
Ottawa Valley town of Almonte, 
Ontario. Or. Nalsmlth hammered a 
couple of orange>cratcs to the walls 
of a Springfield Y.M.C.A. gymnas- 
ium and began to lob leather 
spheres in their general direction. 
Time has proven him far from 
crazy, despite the doubtless pities 
felt for him attthcihour of his 
greatest triumpliT^Basketball today 
draws more spectators than any 
other organized sport in America, 
Including baseball, football and the 
-Sport of Kings. 

The game of basketball is known 
and played at McGill, despite a 
great lack of interest in the open- 
to-all Intercompany league. This is 
possibly due to the semblance of 
simplicity which it presents to the 
iminltiatcd. Such an appearance is 
a totally erroneous one, however.

For Instance, we might point out 

a few of the intricacies of its so- 
called technic. First of all, basket- 
ball Is often, bravely attempted by 
bored football cannon-fodder, who 
seek the realms of glory. Now a 
liasketbali is Just as symmetrical as 
the manufacturer can make it, and 
.this spells obvious troubles for our 
hero afa»ove, i.e., the darned thing 
bounces where It should, and many 
rugby greats just never do untangle 
this queer behaviour. 

The successful mastery of the 
art of dribbling is a fundamental of 
Basketball. (This term must be 
applied only In the gymnasium, 
since it is in bad taste in the 
nurserj-, even though 11 does). Af- 
ter many hours of practice, the be- 
ginner will learn to make his way 
swiftly along the. gymnasium floor, 
while bouncing the ball with puer- 
ile abatidonf Eventually, he will be 
able to do so wilh his eyes well up, 
thu£ reducing his collisions to a 
minimum. When the difficult tech- 
nique is finally mastered, he will 
be instructed never to uso it; since 
short passes are more effective, 

* * « 

The next technic to be practiced 

is that of effective jumping. Here 
the sincere student learns that he 
can outjùmp the opponent consist- 
ently by stamping heavily on his 
toes several tlme^ early in the game. 
This seems to reduce his spring 
quite noticeably. Next the aspir- 
ant learns to Jump at an 80 degree 
angle forward, rather than straight 
up. This usually renders the op- 
ponent less effective, since he is 
capable ot less movement while ly- 
ing on his back. Usually exper- 
ience teaches that this technic 
should not be employed against 
bigger men, but a thorough knowl- 
edge of the art of jumping is a 
prime essential for success as a 
basketball player. 

He will also learn how to push 
the hard basketball "right in der 
Fuhrer's face", if "der Fuhrcr" be- 
comes too persistent a check, the 
theory being that "der Fuhrer" will 
now be too indisposed to sink his 
free throw, and the technician will 
be thereafter much freer to move 
about 

Various other devices must be 
mastered before one attains to be 
a good basketball player. For in- 
stance, there U the old "shoelace 
trick" used by Bruce Ward of the 
Red hockey team when the pres- 
sure is tpo great. However space is 
limited, and it should now be clear 
to the uninitiated aspirant to col- 
lege "completeness" that basketball 
is not as easy as It looks. It only 
remains for this strong, silent male 
to* hie to the gymnasium, state his 
honourable Intention to Van Wag. 
ner, and get Into the game. Basket- 
ball is recommended particularly 
for men who stand over six and one

Lippmann Speaks to Canadian 
Club on Good Partner Policy 



"... Canada's contribution to 
the war could not be measured only 
by the feats of her men and by her 
total mobilization at home, but also 
by the mediating wisdom which 
men like General McNaughton have 
acquired in doing so well their long 
and trying task," said Walter Lipp- 
man, well-known writer and lec- 
turer to the Canadian Club meeting 
yesterday in the Windsor Hotel. Mr. 
Lippmann, speaking on 'The Good 
Partner Policy," also claimed, that 
the "... bonds that make the 
United Nations, have .not been made 
by us, but have been formed by the 
hammer blows of our enemies." 

The speaker submitted the ques- 
tion to his listeners whether it was 
wise to settle the differences now 
in' order to maintain the United 
Nations, or whether we should re- 
main together in order to settle the 
différences. Ho was emphatic In de- 
claring that, "... we must recog- 
nize, and make it our major 
promise, that we must iinlte In 
order to settle the Issues." 

As an illustration of the latter 
point, Mr. Lippmann went'on to say 
that one of the objects of the war 
was driving the Japanese out of 
the Philippines and fuUilllng the 
pledge of Filippino independence. 
"But how," ho asked, "can we pro- 
vide this seciirity, how can we even 
begin to make practical plans for 
taking the necessary measures of 



security until the Philippine' Com 
mon wealth and the United States 
know whether Russia and China 
and the British nations will estab- 
lish collective security in the Pa 
clflc, or whether the protection of 
the Philippines from another con 
quest is to be only the joint respon- 
sibility of the Philippine Common 
wealth and the United States?" 

As a means of assuring this coI< 
Icctivc security, the speaker men 
tloned what he termed, the "Good 
Partner" policy. "The essence of 
that policy," he said, "Is to rccog- 
nUte^atj.the outset that In the 
stress and turmoil of war we can 
not hope to see the final and 
workable truth clearly; and to say 
then that, when we are in doubtj 
we shall resolve oiur doubts \fi fa 
vour of- our allies. As good allies 
we must believe that those who 
share with us the burden of the 
struggle, and Indeed carried It be- 
fore we did, have earned our con 
fidence." 

Illustrating his point, Kx.jlApp- 
mann mentioned Darlan and North 
Africa, saying that the United 
States had had to ask Its Allies to 
trust It in the difficult décision it 
had encountered. "We could not 
debate It while the decisive action 
was approaching its climax," he 
said, "we have had to draw on our 
moral credit We have had to ask 
them to give us the benefit of the

Women Students to Be 
On Same Status^as^Mèn 



. Kingston, Ont. — (C.U.P.) — 
It was recently, announced by 
the Faculty of Queen's Univer- 
sity that women students at that 
college are to be included in the 
recent government regulations 
concerning college students who 
fail their mid-term examina- 
tions. 

The regulations concern all wo- 
men students who fall except those 
described by Section 17 of the Na- 
tional War Services Regulations; 
"unless such fallings, In the opinion 
of the University and the District 
Officer Commanding, is due to cir> 
cumstances beyond the control of 
such student." Women who fall to 
obtain pass standing will be placed 
at the disposal of the National War 
Services Board. 

The Uunlverslty of Toronto has 
not yet decided whether this reg- 
ulation will also apply to women 
students ol that University. The 
registrar slaCcd that, since there Is 
not yet government conscription of 
women-power In this country, wo- 
men will not be flealt with in the 
same rfianner as men except In ex- 
treme cases, which will be treated 
at the. discretion oi the college of- 
ficials. Other universities In the 
vicinity, and the Maritime Unlvcrsi- 
s have not brought^this. regula- 
tion to bear on th'iir^^mén stu- 
dents.

Acceleration ? 

The draft in tlic United States hfts been 
lowered to include 18 and 19 yéars oldg. 
Tliey will be taken wlictlicr they nre in 
college or not. Thus colleges in the States 
face the prospect of closure with the c.\- 
IscpUon of ' those at which nicn will be 
trained for the army. This means that, for 
the next few years, there will be no one 
qualified to enter medical and engineering 
schools for there will not be enough time 
for a person to take his preliminary train* 
ing before being drafted. 

Medical and engineering schools will bé 
'emptied of all students inside of three 
years (assuming an accelerated program). 

^bé American government is taking a 
view that the war will be ended before that 
time. Otherwise they would not be run- 
ning the risk of not-having trained men for 
the futu rai=J;ot- u5 hope they arc right! 

Here itHpanada ihany people arc saying 
that univSRltystudénts in arts and science 
especially should be allowed to follow their 
courses normally so that they might be 
prepared' to help in post-war reconstruc- 
tion, if not with the conduct of the war 
itself. .This a long range view of the 
situation and has its merits. 

But would not a more sensible idea bé to 
combine the two views, in one program. 
Stich a thing could be done if the arts and 
ficience course were put on a twelve month 
basis. As the courses are given now, the 
arts student 'studies seven months a year 
for four years; a total of twenty-eight 
months. If he stiidied tw«]ve months 'à 
yéar he could complete his course in a little 
ifflOTc than two years. 

Thus he would be prepared for a role in 
the active comiiat of war (which is the 
essence of the American short-term view) 
or for a role in the post-war reconstruction 
(which is the essence of the long-range 
view) whichever is needed at the time he 
graduates. But whichever is the role he is 
fitted for, lie is prepared fflr it and there is 
no danger of a shortage of trained men.

EQUAL DISTRIBUTION 
During the short interval of peace between 
two World Wars, .there has not been a single 
moment of "peace" on earth. At no time dtir- 
ing this period has one nation or group not 
been fighting against another. The acciunu- 
latlon and intensification ot all these struggles 
have plunged the world into this, the bloodiest 
of all wars. 

The fundamental causes of war are vàrlèd 
and manifold, but one thing stands out clearly. 
If it were not fof -territories and the raw ma- 
terials which they ylçld, Japan v/6uld not be 
fighting America; Germany would not havé 
started her "mad march on Europe"; and Eng- 
land would not bé confronted with the prob- 
lem of India. Still .Mri^|FruiciB Allen, though 
in a commendably fraiik' crHclé states that he 
trusts Mr. WUlkle will not accept the lattor s 
criterion that "Immediate equal distribution of 
territories and raw materials is essential to the 
future well being of the world." 

I would point out that this does not, as Mr. 
Allen suggested, méàh' that the Unitéd States 
must take over part of Canada, or that the 
Poles must assume control of Australia, or 
that Germany must' retain part of Russia (as 
if she were able to) simply because one may 
have more people and less territory than the 
othér. 

When we speak of equal distribution of ter^ 
ritory and raw materials, we refer to a just 
distribution of the produce, both natural and 
manufactured of the world— where all nations 
will have access to those conimodltles impera- 
tive to .their respective economies, this cer- 
tainly does not Imply that any nation reqtilrr 
ing jute, for example, has the right to plunder 
India. It means simply that one nation should 
not control the source of any world commod 
ity— that, by agreement with the people who 
inhabit the territory of that source, tlié com< 
modify become available to aU. 

If one nation comers tho world market of 
a produce by assuming control of a coimtxy 
other than her own, a state of imperlallRm has 
come into existence. A second nation will not 
remain permanently at peace if she has to pur- 
chase that produce at any price which the first 
wishes to demand. She wlU flgbi to gajn con 
trol of the source and even U she 'doés nothing 
will be accomplished because now the first 
will prepare for war.' 

I agre.p then that all undeveloped territor- 
ies be placed in the bands of a World Com' 
mission so composed that all countries will re 
ceivc their needs (Who will say that there is 
not enough for all?), and that this Commission 
be allowed to function only if the undeveloped 
territory is unable to govern itsclt 

I believe that now, whén imity is so import 
ant, one should not salt old wounds by talking 
of thé bloody history of Imperialism, but I will 
maintain that it would be tragic to future 
planning if all minds were clouded by the iilu 
slon that it'.is a glorloiis and exciting adven 
ture. Do you remémber the mixed feelings 
that were experienced when Sergéatit Pahner 
used to thunder, "C'moa boys, show 'em that 
you're the terror of India!" '

Wendell Willklc's speech has aroused one feels

Mr. Willkie asserted that "Britain and the 
United Stàtes are great powers but they are 
not the only powers in this struggle nor even 
necessarily the greatest powers." He added 

"Russia and China have each already stif- 
fered greater losses In this w^r tii'an all the 
rest of us put together. When we talk about 
reaching agreement : atnong allied people we 
must mean the Russian people and the Chinese 
people as well as the British and .American 
people. 

"Therefore we should work today to make 
available , presently to all the .United Nations, 
and, when, thé war is. over, to . all the world, 
access' to' the miteilals ' IndlspensiUe to eeo> 

nomic self-development - Ibis cannot be ac- 
complished by mere declaration of our leaders, 
as in thé Atlantic Charterj particularly when 
one of the two principals to that instrument 
has in thé last few days seemingly defended 
the old imperialistic order and declared to 
shocked, world 'We mean to' hold our own.' 
"Idealistic Expressions" Discussed and Their 
(ïeneral Acceptance Declared Needed

December 2nd has been declared 
by Jewish organizations throughout 
thé world as a day of national 
mourning in memory of the 2,000, 
flOO European Jews massacred by 
the Nazi barbarians.

When Lldlcè, a small town in 
Czechoslovakia, was razéd to the 
ground and Its population murder 
ed, newspapers everywhere featur^ 
ed this terrible tragedy as the main 
headline of their front pages— and 
rightly so. But when final inform- 
ation indicates that at ledst 2,000.000 
Jews have beén wiped out; in Eur'

I waited eagerly for the leaders 
of the United Nations to send mes- 
sages of sympathy to the Jews of 
the world last Wednesday. I waited 
in vain. I might say that this seem- 
ingly deliberate indifference on the 
part of our leaders is a continual 
source ot fnutratlon and unccrtoin- 
ty to the Jewish nation. Fascism's 
worst enemy — as well as to many 
non-Jews. What is to be expected 
after the war in the light of this 
colossal negligence? Will the At- 
lantic Charter really serve as a true 
document of world liberation. 

Mr. Editor, I am wrillng this let- 
ter from the depths of a heart 
which is overflowing with bitter- 
ness and sorrow. Some of my rela- 
tives in Europe escaped to Soviet 
Russia, some— citizens of France for 
decades— fell into the hands of the 
Nazi butchers recently (with what 
dire and dreadful results, time alone 
Will tell), but most .of them are In 
Poland, either above or under the 
ground— if the Kazis ever trouble to 
3lve their victims a decent burial, 
Yet, hers in Amtrica, we still find 
apathy at évery step and every 
turn — indifference, complacency, 
equanimity. Think, privileged stu- 
dent, how would you feel were you 
In their place-^would you still think 
that now you are overworiccd? 
Would you still think that yours is 
an all-out war effort? I hope with 
all my Jieart and soul that tome 
day the world will ^ wa k en from its 
opiate sleep fof|Mse|sceurity and 
smug self-satisfactïôn, 'and that its 
conscience will not let it rest until 
it has rooted out from our midst 
the seeds of bestiality, indifference, 
*ialsiez-faire"-l5m, lack of moral 
courage, apathy and cynicism— or 
their common cause, whatever it 
may be.

Fourteen Points. 

V "The Four Freedoms will not be accomplish- 
td-by the declarations of those momentarily In 
power. They will become real only if the .peo- 
ple of the world force them into actuality and 
political internationalism alone will not accom- 
plish them. Real freedom must rest on eco- 
nomic internationalism. 

-' \ "Take a specific and difficjll example of 
what lies before us if we are to give reality 
to those freedoms we have proclaimed. The 
Malayan Peninsula and the Islands of the South 
East Pacific are areas containing among other 
things the principal sources of the rubber sup- 
ply of the world. They are inhabited in part, 
at least, by unlettered, and, in some instances, 
perhaps savage people. Those who sneer when 
It is suggested that freedom and self-govem- 

iinent can be brought to all men feel that such 
areas must be ruled by tome nation's colonial 
Imperialism. 

- ; Mr. WiUkie asked whether these would be 
tetumed to the previous status after they are 
reconquered, or whether they would become 
"wards of the United Nations, their basic com- 
modities freely available to the world their 
safety protected by an International police 

. lorce; the full yield of their resources used for 

- their own health, their own education and de- 
velopment and for their training— no matter 
how long it may take— in the practices of self- 
government. 

He discusses the necessity jf free interna- 



tional trade and the utilisation ot the worlds 
gigantic productive capacities for the improve- 
ment of the standard of living 'or all. in con- 
cliiding be lays: "We, the people, must begin 
to solve these problems today, not tomorrow, 
for we know that bayonets and guns arc feeble 
as compared with the power of ideas. 

in.consideration of this last statement on the 
power of ideas Lord Halifax in speaking of 
the determination to win as shown in our ene- 
mies and in commenting on the 'quibbling go- 
ing on here' says: 

. "Perhaps much of this vacillation traces to 
a lack of inner feeling that winning this war 
is the path to bringing about the kind of world 
we want afterward. The Nazi are fighting to. 
get the kind of world they want— a slave world 
over which they sHall be masters. They arc 
fighting not Just for victory but because they 
have a burning hunger for what they believe 
victory will bring. 

There seems to be a certain amount of fear 
on the part of many people to face the issues 
put forward by these able men and it is neces- 
sary that they be given at least a full considera- 
tion of what they are aiming' at

Distribution of Territory 
During the short interval of peace between 
two world wars, there has not been a single 
moment of "peace" on earth. At no time duN 
Ine this period has one nation or group not 
been fighting against another. The accumula- 
tion and intensification of all these struggles 
have plunged the world into this, the bloodiest 
of all wars. 

The fundamental causes of war are varied 
and manifold, but one thing stands out clearly. 
If it were not for territories and the raw 
materials which they yield, Japan would not 
be fighting America, Germany would not have 
started her "mad march on Europe," and Eng- 
land would no( be confronted with the prob- 
lem of India. StlU there are some who will 
not accept Wendel WiUkie's statement that 
"Immediate equal distribution of territory and 
raw materials is essential to the future well 
being of the world." 



.1 would point out that, this does not mean, 
as' i/lr. Francis Allen stated, that, the .United 
Slates, miist take over part of .Canada, or that 
thé Poles must assume control.pf Australia, or 
that-Ger'many must retain part of Russia (If she 
could) simply because one has more , people 
and less territory than the- other. , 

.When we:speak of equal distribution. of ter- 
ritory «andvraw materials, we .-eier to. a Juster 
distribution- of' the produce, both- naturar and 
manufactured of tlie- world— where all nations 
will have access to. those commodities impera- 
tive to their respective economics. . This, cer- 
tainly does not imply that .any. slate requiring 
Jute, for cxamplCi has the rigbt-to .;plunder 
India., 'It means simply that one nationctbould 
not control the source of any .world conunbdlty 
—that, by agreement with, the people who in- 
habit the territory of that source, the commodi- 
ty become available to all. 

If one nation corners the world market of 
a produce by assuming control ot a land other 
than her own, a state of Imperialism has come 
into existence. A second nation will riot remain 
oermancntly at peace if she has to purchase the 
produce at any price that the first may de- 
mand. She will Oght to gain control of the 
.source, and even If- she does, nothing will be 
solved because now the first nation will pre- 
pare to fight 

I agree then that all undeveloped territories 
possessing materials essential to the greater 
part of the world be placed in the hands of a 
World Commission so composed that all coun- 
tries receive their needs, that this Commission 
be allowed to function only -if the undeveloped 
territory is unable to govern itself. 

I don't believe that now, when unity is all 
important is the time to salt old wounds by 
talking ot the bloody history of imperialism, 
but I will maintain that It would be tragic if 
all were under the illusion that it is a glorious 
and exciting adventure. Do you remember the 
mixed feelings that were experienced when 
Sergeant Palmer used to thunder: "C'mon lads, 
show them that you're the terror ot India."

CLUB SANDWICH FOR ONE. 

The club, sandwich is an Ameri- 
can ' institution, and probably was^ 
invented by a man whose mother 
wanted him to be an architect or 
by a woman whose son wanted her 
to stack up the building blocks and 
let him push them over, continuing 
this operation until the mother bad 
culineary hallucinonis. 

A dissertation on the historical 
aspects of the club sandwich Is not 
so timely as a discussion of its Im- 
mediate preparation and the diffi- 
culties necessarily attendant there- 
withal. Gratification ot the palate 
Is of more immediate importance 
than research. 

Began in America, 

Fortunately, as America is a free 
country and, as has been said,: the 
club sandwich is ' ot American 
origin, there are no cut-and-dried 
rules governing the assembling of 
this treat and it may be modified 
to suit the individual taste without 
any disparagement to the author. 

Fortunately, only two slices of 
bread are needed; so. If the thing Is 
a failure, you can take consolation 
in the fact that you haven't wasted 
much bread. A substantial- rehv 
forcement for the bread Is two 
slices ot bacon, placed next to the 
inside, surface of eaçh' slice. ■ 

Now to jump several layers and 
get to the l>aslc item of this con- 
coction, because after all, the cen- 
tral layer Is the foundation for the 
whole thing, and the rest of the 
sandwich is essentially constructed 
arourid it - 

The selection of this chief element 
is left entirely to the artist and 
the resources of the' refrigerator. 
Some kind of thinly-sliced meat ù 
suggested. Not too thin, however, 
for, after you start eating the ïand« 



wlch and, taUing to recognize the 
presence of the central stratum by 
taste, start to look for It you might 
not be able to find it. Usually the 
various elements of the club sand- 
wich have a high degree of coales- 
cence, and after a short while, each 
part loses aU respect tor its own 
individuality. 

GAIN CONFIDENCE 

By now you should have attained 
a fair degree ot confidence In youir 
ability and may start building with 
n delightful feeling of Indiscrimina- 
tion and abandon. You suddenly 
begin to feel a devotion to your 
artistry and proceed for the sheer 
delight of building, of creating, 

A couple slices of tomato add 
Rolor to the project and also assist 
In the process of Interpénétration of 
the parts and their concomitant in 
dividual obscuration, an effect to be 
desired. Lettuce' leaves /may be 
thrown In without discretion. An 
other slice of the material of the 
mid-stratum may be adjoined on top 
of the tomato. The meat, tomatoes, 
and lettuce may be interspersed 
with Ùiin slices of cheese, which 
have a tang aU their own' and which 
give the effect of inlaid woodwork 
found In expensive furniture. 

As a final triumphant step, care 
fully affix the top;^ slice. iOt|brcad 
with its bacon reinforcement to the 
complete structure, and press down 
gently to clinch the whole Job. Itll 
rise right back up again, but it can't 
be said that you didn't try. If, when 
you press down on the bread, the 
surfaces assume a convex form, 
don't let it worry you. It's only to 
be expected and Is, In no wise, an 
indication of failure. 

Eat-It Fosslble 

Now that the construction of the 
club sandwich is completed, the 
next problem is getting It eaten. 
This shouldn't be hard, because you 
should have worked up a ravenous 
appetite. Approach the sandwich 
where it lies In nutritive ; magnifi- 
cence on the tabic, place the fingers 
of each hand under opposite sides 
of it with the thtmibs on top, and 
gently, pick it up. 

You will now abserve that, be- 
cause of the way the arms are Join 
ed to the shoulders, you can't get it to 
your mouth without turning it over, 
with the thumbs on the bottom. You 
will probably spill a couple of slices 
of tomato and maybe even a leaf of 
lettuce in the turning BUT DON'T 
BE ALARMED! You can't turn back 
now. Open your mouth a little wid 
er than you do when they swab 
your throat at the Health Service, 
and attempt to insert the sandwich 
without jamming it against your 
teeth and wrecking it '(Incidentally, 
Joe E. Brown Is one of the nation's 
most successful club sandwich eat- 
ers.) 

Anti-Climax 

If worst comes to worst and you 
find that your eyes and your am» 
bitlon were bigger than your mouth 
and that you can't .even begin. to 
arrive at the point, of .mastication, 
you will probably .'reluctantly re- 
sort to. disassembling - the product 
of your labors,- wtth-a:vlevtr to-con- 
suming It in sections. But usually, 
when one has to take the sandwich 
away from the mouth ' after fail 
ing in the first attempt to- encom- 
pass it fatal results ensue. 

Most people, in their chagrin, wlU 
forget themselves, and - allow the 
sandwich to get In a vertical poti 
tion, at the same time relaxing- their 
grip; on it Some of^Û^^j^tnitak; 
in^l^;; arrange4 .contents .^lU.'jr^ ,ta 
the flow,*.bnuhiag tha tie. and shirt 



AFTEBNOON TEA: FAST, 
PRESENT AND FUTURE. 

One of the most hackneyed quota- 
tions in the whole ranye of 

Enolish literature is 
The cups (hat cheer but not 
inebrlafe." 

The poet is praising the virtues 
of that time-honored Institution- 
afternoon tea— a custom which has 
had much to do with forming the 
reputation ot the English people. 
The reason, while obvious, is sim- 
ple. A legend grew up surround 
ing the race's great obsession. For 
elgners, observing, said: "At four 
o'clock everything stops for tea. 
No matter whether the cricket in- 
ning is half-played, or the mortar 
tor the new aerodrome halt-mixt 
everything stops tor tea. The senior 
player leaves his balls,' the 'cabinet 
minister his mail for they must 
have their tea. And then, after 
half an hour, the life ot the nation 
begins again where it left oft." 
Then Uiey marvelled at "BriUnnic 
phlegm," bowed to something they 
could not understand, and attribut- 
ed an unpossessable trait to the 
English race." 

It is possible (c'est la guerre) that 
afternoon tea may become a thing 
ot the past Before it recedes into 
utter oblivion, it is ifitting to rerall 
something 'of its spirit Some auth 
oritics maintain that tea was cnly 
second&ry object: conversation 
was often more Important Every 
thing came up for discussion, from 
the relative merits of Scarlatti and 
Lyst to the influence ot the Com 
hour on English thought, from the 
villainy of the cheese-monger to 
vUiage life on the upper reaches of 
the Orinoco. This school of thought 
forgets the idea itself; perhaps it 
may best be refuted by calling at 
tentloal^ the elaborate , ceremony 
cSuiêêted with the tea-making, but 
the adherents ot this false school of 
philosophy consider the exquisite 
precision that went in(o 'the.prepar< 
ation so many graims ot one kind 
ot leaves added to so -many ot an- 
other, a final pinch ot Chinese . tea 
for flavbr-^xaet nteasure of water 
-timing with a stop-watch to the 
second. But even this was not 
enough: then followed the 'final 
rites of sugar, lemon and cream, un 
til each taste was satisfied. It it is 
true that the conversation Inuned- 
lately assumed an easier and more 
mellow tone, this obviously was the 
result ot the tea and must be sub 
ordinated to it 

No doubt some itulùrè .psyehotog- 
ist tor his Ph.D. thMis will' inves- 
tigate the conclatlon between good 
tea and easy talk. Perhaps he will 
asseverate there Is no 'connection 
In that case it will be apparent that 
he, is a staid hermit who never ven- 
tured near the tea-table.' He would 
bé one who thought his work so 
lmi>ortant he could not stop tor tea, 
and he would not 'be welcomed in 
the best circles. 

In .the past, those who aspired to 
membership in the best circles, had. 
however, to cultivate the taste tor 
tea-drlnklng. If not possessed, it 
had to be acquired. Some who pre- 
ferred the easier course— that is, 
the confirmed coffee-drinkers, who 
swore tea was not designed for hu- 
man 'consum|>tion, but tor cleaning 
the drains with — believed they 
could enter the exclusive tea drink- 



ers' society by pretending 'to drink 
but actually emptying the cups in 
the rubber plant or giving it to the 
cat This practice was frowned 
upon, as detrimental to the rubber 
plants and to the cat also. Those 
who practiced it, eventuaHy lound 
themselves looked on with disdain, 
shuddered at, and firmly rejec^^d. 
Tea-drinking, was' not only a° social 
asset but a social necessity. 

In' these comparatively tealess 
days, the non-tea-drinker has auto- 
matically a social asset. If his aver- 
sion is known, his company is 
sought for much is to be said in 
favor of anyone who- does not dim- 
inish the precious^ ounce per. week. 
O temporal O moresi 

Some profess to find an unattrac- 
tive side to tea-drlnklng. They view 
with alarm as extreme habit, the 
custom of tea for breakfast, brunch, 
lunch, four o'clock dinner, and sup- 
per just before bed. This assertion 
is as absurd as to accuse one of in- 
temperance, -who insists on a supply 
of oxygen all day and night for tea 
Is almost as necessary to tea-addicts 
as air to the less highly blessed in- 
dividuals. More exactly, tea is as 
necessary to' tea-lovers as Bach is 
to concert pianists; either can be 
got along without but only at tre- 
mendous pain. ' 

The circle around ' the tea-table 
is past luilil after the war. The only 
substitute— a sorry one— is after- 
noon glngerale,] or tour o'clock 
grape Jutcë.^However, this' solution 
(if it is worthy of that name) can 
only be temporary— for these mun- 
dane drinks wiU never supply the 
benefits of tea. There are several 
Important reasons— the preparation 
of gbigerale can never be devel- 
oped to a series of . complex for- 
mulae; it is pointless to serve in 
privacy what one can anywhere buy 
In public; no one can sigh with con- 
tentment pick up a cup. of -frag- 
rant glngerale, and settle down to 
quiet conversation.
